FARMERS WARNED 
AGAINST GIVING 
SHORT MEASURE 


PHYSICIANS WILL 
HEAR DR. KERN 


Sealer McDonnell Enu­ 
merates 
Points 
Of 
Law Following Curb 
Market 
Com­ 
plaints. 


Complaints of short measuring nn<l 
short weighting at the curb market 
on Center Square having been made 
to him, J. E. McDonnell, county sealer 
of weights and measures, issued a 
warning to farmers and others attend­ 
ing the market and enumerated points 
of the law covering 
weighing 
and 
measuring produce, in a statement to 
The Gettysburg Times. 
Mr. McDonnell expressed the belief 
that where the law was being violated 
it was being done unintentionally and 
through a lack of proper information 
concerning the rules and regulations. 
This however, In* pointed out, does 
not excuse the 
persons 
responsible 
from suffering the penalties of the 
statute, and unless the provisions of 
the law are more closely followed he 
will he required to take more strin­ 
gent measures to enforce it, ho added. 
McDonnell’s Statement 
Sealer McDonnell’s statement fol­ 
lows : 
“Some complaints have reached my 
office that persons occupying stalls 
at the curb market on Center Square 
are short-measuring and short-weigh­ 
ing customers. 
This may not have 
been intentional and we hope it has 
not been. 
“For the benefit of the sealer, and 
also of the purchaser, I will quote a 
few points of the weights ami meas­ 
ure law' in substance. 
“ All scales and measures, in com­ 
pliance with the law, must be stamped 
according to their capacity, 
lf a one- 
half bushel measure is being used, it 
must lie verv plainly marked one-half 
bushel, so that the customer can see 
it; if one-peck measure, it 
must he 
likewise plainly stamped, and so on 
down into line. 
Quart measures and 
all other measures must also be mark­ 
ed in a similar manner. 
See that this 
is done at once, for it is unlawful to 
use them unless they are so marked. 
Hold Out fly Weight 
“And keep in mind that, when the 
measure- 
are 
niurked, they 
must 
measure enough to hold out by weight, 
which varies for various articles sold 
For instance, one bushel of potatoes 
must weight <50 pounds, not 50 pounds, 
as has been reported to my office; 
poaches must weight 18 pounds to the 
bushel; cabbage, r»0 pounds 
to 
the 
bushel; 
apples, 
48 
pounds 
to 
the 
bushel; beans, dried, GO pounds; quin­ 
ces, 48 pounds; tomatoes, 56 pounds, 
and so on. 
And when you use scales, 
be careful of the variance in weights 
which sometimes is very small. 
For 
instance, butter is only one-sixteenth 
ounce allowance; 
chickens, 
one-half 
off nee; dried fruits of all kinds, one 
ance; honey, one-half ounce, and beef, 
only one-half ounce allowance. 
“So, be careful of the small allow­ 
ance. 
In other words, see to it that 
your scales are correct and that your 
measures also comply with the pro­ 
visions of the law in every respect 
“I will be pleased to help in every 
way to make these things right.”

Governor Pinchot, who has announc­ 
ed through friends here that he will 
visit the Annie M. Warner hospital 
Thursday morning, August 27, will set 
a precedent for Pennsylvania gover­ 
nors by* making a tour of all institu­ 
tions in the state, controlled or aided 
I y the commonwealth.

Pending formal ac­ 
ceptance of an invitation sent Gover­ 
nor Pinchot to speak, final arrange­ 
ments for the luncheon have not been 
made.

READING SOLD AT 
$2259 YEARS AGO 


Reading, Pa.— Old documents dis­ 
covered here disclosed that the site of 
Reading originally sold for 465 pounds 
sterling, or $2,259.90. 
They also re ­ 
vealed that a chain of title preceded 
the laying out of the town of Reading 
in 1748 by Thomas and Richard Penn, 
sons of William Penn. 
The 
documents 
showed 
that 
on 
October 27, 1733, and February 16, 
1739, patents were granted 
by 
the 
Penns to Thomas Lawrence for a total 
of 457'a acres em bracing what now 
is the principal section of the city. On 
Decefinlier 6, 1745, Thomas law rence 
conveyed these 
patents 
to Thomas 
Jenkins, who four days later assigned 
them to Richard Peter* and Richard 
Hockley. 
Three years 
later 
Peters 
and Hockley conveyed the patents to 
the Penns, the 
consideration 
being 
465 pounds sterling. 
They then laid 
out the town which was mapped in 
1750. 
At that time the town extend­ 
ed about IO blocks cast and west and 
four blocks north and south..

Cattle and hogs are the main vehicles 
in which the farm er sends his corn 
to the market.

mendously high prices. 
It paid farm ­ 
ers to sell corn outright rather than 
to market it through live stock. This 
year there promises to be a big coni 
crop and lower prices, and 
if the 
present prices of cattle and bogs are 
maintained there is no reason why 
the farm er cannot market his corn at 
a profitable price through live stock. 
“The cattle raisers of this section 
are sticking to their jobs. They have 
had several had years, anti now the 
outlook is bright. 
High Corn Price Is Handicap

handled on the farm at present that 
will bring the fanner more profit. I he 
farmers of this section of Virginia, 
where they have good grazing, are 
turning more and mon* to sheep. More 
lambs were shipped from this section 
than ever Im fore.” 
Mr. Swank, who handle, many cat­ 
tie also, expresses the opinion that 
cuttle raisers made a fair profit this 
year. 
Last year they were heavy 
losers and the cattle-price slump dur­ 
ing the past three years gave tho in­ 
dustry the hardest blow it has ever 
received. 
Caille Outlook Bright 
“Cattle shipped to market this past 
spring and summer averaged mound 8 
and 9 cents,” said Mr. Swank. “I be­ 
lieve the cattle raiser made a little 
profit at that price. Good cattle, well 
fattened with corn, are bringing good 


price can 
if the present prices hold up. 
The 
bulk of the cattle, which are fattened 
in the valley, come from West Vir­ 
ginia. 
“ With wheat up, 
poultry paying, 
sheep very profitable and cattle selling 
looks like better days 
are 
With us here in the valley, 
high corn is a detriment rather than 
a help, as the hulk of the corn crop 
is fed to live stock. 
This section of 
the state does not raise enough corn 
to meet its demands and consequently 
we import that cereal from the com 
belt.”
